some small figures of bears which 


have proved interesting to visit-| 
ors. The little statues are of) 
bronze, and were made in China 
about 2,000 years ago. 

China is not the only country 
with ancient records of bears. | 
These animals were called “kings 
of the forest” in ancient Greece, | 
and were held sacred to the god-/ 
dess Diana ‘ 

Rome used bears in the arenas 
where men fought wild animals, 
and where wild animals fought 
against one another. We have a 
record of a great Roman “bear 
show” in which 1,000 of them 
were brought together. What a 
noisy and tangled “show” that 
must have been!
